Rapid Decrease 
In Rural 
Population 


HE Archbishop of Tuam (Dr. 
I: Walsh), addressin Tuam 
branch, Muintir na Tire, said 
that few gave thought to the 
voblems which Muintir na Tire was 
irving to solve. Those problems 
might be called rural, but they were 
really national. 

Since 1941 some 70,000 people had 
Jeft this country, and many of them 
joined the British Army. The 
countryside was being denuded, and 
it was becoming more. difficult to 
et crops sown. In the last fort- 
night farmers asked him how could 
thev sow beet when labourers could 
not be got to do the work. 

“ The day may come,”’ Dr. Walsh 
said, “when our rich soil is idle 
and unproductive. Nobody can have 
a doubt that in this country men 
decav while the wealth that accumu- 
Jates is paper money. From August, 
1939. to 1943 the total mone 
circulation rose from. about 1 
million pounds to 30 million pounds, 
and the question is whether the 
volume of our agricultural produc- 
tion has increased in proportion. To 
any man of sense and patriotism 
the present plight of our country 
must bring the sense of sorrow and 
pessimism. If one considers the 
rapid decrease in the rural popula- 
tion, the decline of our national 
culture, the depraved taste that is 
seen in the pictures and music set 
before old and young, then one 
cannot but say that a pessimistic 
outlook is not without foundation.” 

Dr. Walsh said it was necessary 
to teach young people to co-operate 
for the good of the individual and for 
the good ‘of the country, to show 
that the farmer was the backbone 

of the country, to show that 
thousands of new houses should be 
built, and the young people induced 
to stay on the land instead of 
starving on the dole in the towns 
or crossing to other countries to 
work in munition factories.

ing back the language. If the older 
people did so it would encourage 
their children to speak it.

He was inclined to the opinion 
that children in schools were being 
taught too early to read and write 
Irish and that more attention should 
have been given to the speakin 
of the language. Reading an 
writing, no doubt, helped tre- 
mendously—he did not wish to be 
taken as against them—but it 
might be better if more attention 
were given to speaking Irish in the 
early years. eachers were doing 
wonderful national work, and i 
was only fair to say that in the 
early years, when they themselves 
had had to learn Irish, the teachers 
had done wonders.

A high Allied staff officer sug- 
gested that the Fifth Army may 
soon take the offensive from the 
beachhead. The Allied troops in 
that zone are now to be known as 
“the Allied Beachhead Forces.” A 
Reuter report from H.Q. claims that 
they are containing fen German divi- 
sions, and have inflicted well over 
15;000 casualties, 

Activity on the main Fifth Army 
front, where the weather remains 
bad, is confined to patrolling and 
artillery exchanges. French troo 
dsove beck a German patrol in the 
area of Monte San Croce, a dozen 
miles north of Cassino, while in an 
action. south of Cassino a New 
Zealand patrol inflicted losses on the 
Germans. Canadian, Indian and 
Polish patrols have: been active in 
maintaining contact with the Ger- 
mans.
